MEDICAL PROGRESS IN 
CHINA. 


Rockefeller Poundation Plans 
Extensive Medical Campaign, 


The fol’owing is taken from an 
American exchange, which writes 
in a recent issue a8 follows:—- 

‘China will have “the ‘beat body 
of practising phyaicians on earth” 
sa soon a8 the programmo for 
medical reform is worked out by 
the Bockefeller Foundation, ac- 
cording to tho claims of Frederick 
T. Gates, whose memorandam has 
been accepted as the tentative 
plan, for tho study of the medical 
needa of Obina. The aubject is 
discussed fully in the anncal re- 
port (Part INT) of the Reokefellor 
Foundation, an 

A Ohina- Mediosl Commission. 
was sppointed early in 1014; and. 
consisted of Harry Pratt Judson, 
president of Chicago University ; 
Roger 8, Greeno, United Stites 
Consal-General at Hankow: sad 
De. Francia W, iPeabody, of the 
Harvard Medical Sohool and 
Peter Bent Brigham Hospital, of 
Boston. The commission met io 
Peking in the spring of 1914, end 
spint four montks in inspecting 
existing modical schoole, hospi- 
tale,and: diepenssries in China, 
and in conferences with mission- 
arier:
